Bus Routes Hit 


Rail Companies 


What good roads are doing to the 


railway companies is revealed in a 
new story taken from the New York 
Times which tells of the plan of the 
Atlantic Coast Line company to apply 
to the State Corporation commission 
for percussion to cancel a number of 
local trains. 


Tbs invasion of the field held until 


the past >ear by the railway com- 
panies by the motor bus has been 
noted particularly in 'this section since 
a number of bus lines were establish- 
ed with nearby communities. 
While' 


the rates sometimes are higher than 
the railway, the country people desir- 
ous of comingr to Danville to shop 
prefer the motor bus for many rea- 
sons. The Danville and Western and 
the Southern have been dealt a blow 
by this new- form of passenger serv- 
ice. The development of jtbjis service 
is traceable directly to the road de- 
velopment done in this section 
But 


for the many miles of concrete and 
asphalt surface and 
improved dirt 
roads the bus service would not have 
been possible. The Kew York Times 
item is as follows. 


"Discontinuation of many local pas- 
senger trains will be attempted by 
the Atlantic Coast Line as the result 
of inroads on short haul traffic made 
by motor busses, it was learned yes- 
terday 
A number of other railroads 
in the south are expected to follow the 
lead of the Atlantic Coast Line, if that 
road should be successful 
"In some cases the permission to 


discontinue service will be asked from 
state authorities, and in others from 
the Intertate Commerce commission 


"The Atlantic Coast Line plans to 
concentrate its efforts on through, 
passenger traffic, which has been in- 
creasing steadilj. In the last few 
vieelcB new- trains have been added Jo 
the Florida-Xew York schedule apd 
instead of taking off the winter trains 
the custom, they are to be continued 
in the first part of April, as has been 
"until further notice.' 
"Bus service in the southern states 
has been increasing at a remarkable 
rate, and in most instances has been 
taking business away from the rail- 
roads. Much the same_ condition ob- 
tained in New England a year or two 
ago. 
The difference, however, is that 


the buses in the southern states can 
operate without difficulty the year 
round 
As a result they often have 
been able to offer better schedules 
and facilities than the railroads, and 
traffic on local lines has dwindled 
until it is far from a paying proposi- 
tion."

All other markets of the tobacco 
co-operatne which are not now op- 
erating will close next Friday, March 
2S, according to today's announce- 
ment by T C. Walking, Jr, the as- 
sociation's director of warehouses. 
Record deliveries by members of 
the tobacco association, for this time 
of the >ear have pushed the co-op- 
erative receipts of the 1923 crop to 
over 173 000,000 pounds. More than

"I married to raise a family," she 
told me. "I wanted a baby to love 
I expected to have children as all 
normal women should 
Marriage to 
me without children is not sacred and 
to avoid them deliberately is wicked 
and wrong." 


Physically Mrs Gross is essentially 
what we call the mother tjpe Short. 
a trifle heavy, 
large-featured, and 
healthy looking 


But Irving Gross felt no urge of 
paterniti 
Particularly after he ac- 
cepted a position which brought him 
in contact with many beautiful mo-

Perhaps a wife seemed to him 
at times something 
of an encum- 


brance, but 
a child was not to be 
thought of. Besides, he hated chil-

plans known, if it Is going to be done, 
-we think that it should follow the 
general business trend of the present 
-daj- 
"With the close competition that 


exists between business concerns they 
are all trjmg to cut down over-head 
expenses wherever it can be done. It 
has occurred to us that the most 
practical thing for the school board to 
do, would be to aid to all 'the present 
buildings that are so constructed and 
where this cannot be done to erect 
new buildings beside the 
present 


ones. All of the present schools have 
ideal sites for the convenience of the 
pupils. We don't believe that proper- 
ty owners holding adjacent lots' to the 
present school sites would tr\" to hoid 
up the school board •nith exorbitant 
prices for then property. Increasing 
the present school sites we belie\e 
can be done for less monej and will 
serve the people of IJanville better. 


If the above suggestion can be 


•worked out there would certainly be 
a large saving in the overhead ex- 
pcnbc of running, the schools. 
It 


would not be necessary to employ any 
additional principals as would be nec- 
essary if new schools were placed on 
new sites. 
The cost of heating all 


large buildings amounts to a consid- 
erable sum. _By enlarging the pres- 
ent heating plants to take care of .any 
additions or new building- adjacent, 
these central heating plants would 
show a considerable saving- in fuel.
